Chicago, May I.—Chicago had on 
her working clothes Sunday, and to 
anyone without a knowledge of tho 
fight going on here between capital 
and labor, an examination of the cal­ 
endar was necessary to make eortain 
that it was Sunday. 
From daylight 
until dark the down town streets were 
crowded with heavily laden wagons 
and trucks, giving the city a wreek-day 
app< arance that was never witnessed 
here before on the first day of the 
week. 
Believing that the fight now going 
on for supremacy between the Em­ 
ployers’ Association of Chicago and 
the union teamsters is to be a pro­ 
tracted on e the business men of the 
city took advantage of the suspension 
(if regular business Sunday to procure 
an extra supply of material and sup­ 
plies. 
Every available team and even 
one-horse vehicles were brought into 
use during the day for the purpose of 
replenishing coal bins and to obtain 
other material necessary to the trans­ 
action cf business. 
Today being the 
first of May, which is moving day in 
Chicago, the furniture van in the resi­ 
dence districts added to the week-day 
appearance of the city. 
Fearing that 
the furniture drivers might become in­ 
volved in the difficulty, the majority 
of those who under normal conditions 
would have sought their new homes 
today, decided to take no chances and 
made the change yesterday. 
While all these 
preparations were 
going on for an emergency, efforts 
were being made in Mayor Dunne’s 
office at the city hall, to bring about 
a peaceable adjustment of the team ­ 
ster’s strike. 
Early in the afternoon 
a committee representing the Em­ 
ployers’ association met a peace com­ 
mission consisting of Bishop C. P. 
Andersen of the Episcopal church, 
Jenkin 
I lord 
Jones of All 
Soul’s 
church, Lr. Enid G. Hirsch of Sinai 
Temple. Miss Jane Addnms of Hull

At Che end of this conference a

The Chicago federation of labor was 
also busy considering the strike situ­ 
ation, but no action was taken to 
spread the strike to the affiliated 
unions. 
Believing that the teamsters 
are Justified in the fight they are 
making the federation passed the fol­ 
low ing re ruin tim : 
“Whereas the employers’ associa­ 
tion and Its allies of this city have de­ 
clared their deliberate intention to 
crush out of existence all labor organ­ 
izations and whereas in pursuance of 
this policy, said employers' associa­ 
tion and its allies are resorting to

for the purpose of misleading the pub­ 
lic and 
“Whereas the said association has 
determined at least to refuse all over­ 
tures for arbitration into tile facts 
causing the present industrial condi­ 
tions. therefore be it
